Out Into the Dark 


Physical darkness is but a faint shadow of the 
awfulness of spiritual darkness. There is no dark- 
ness so hopeless and térrible as that into which the 
soul without the Lord Jesus Christ is plunged when it 
leaves this mortal body. An Associated Press dispatch 
from Tokyo told, earlier this month, of the burial of 
the late Emperor, Yoshihito. A crouching, mourning 
crowd of more than one million of his subjects lined 
the four-mile road from the imperial palace to the 
Shinjuku Gardens, where the funeral ceremonies of 
the Son of Heaven, the lineal descendant of the Sun 
Goddess Amaterasu, took place. A. huge catafalque 
drawn by four black oxen and bearing the body of 
the late Emperor was the only vehicle in the proces- 





sion, moving along between.swaying lanterns and great 
braziers of burning faggots: «In the wheel hubs of 
the catafalque were concealed peculiar musical attach- 
ments, which emitted a wailing dirge echoed by the 
wails of the people lining the roadway. The dispatch 
continued with a significant sentence. “All imperial 
funerals are held in the nighttime because the imperial 
spirit must go from darkness into darkness.” As the 
heralded Son of Heaven, Yoshihito should have been 
light itself. But, since the light in him was darkness, 
how great was that darkness! Truly the “god of 
this world hath blinded the minds of them which be- 
lieve not, lest the light of the glorious gospel of Christ, 
who is the image of God, should shine unto them” (2 
Cor. 4:4). As we thank God that he has called us out 
of darkness into his marvelous light, shall we not pray 
more than ever for those light-bearers who are pro- 
claiming the Gospel in the Land of the Rising Sun, 
that many; and even the new Emperor Hirohito, may 
turn to the light ere they, too, slip out of darkness 
into the dark?

Ghost who’ prevail with God, It is the souls who 
“speak by the Spirit af God” that prevail with men. 
“The effectual [literally, inwrought] fervent [that is, 
glowing] prayer of a righteous man availeth much.” 
Do our prayers glow? Do our messages glow? If 
not, why not?

Healing Hands 


Natural healing may be a blessed type of divine 
healing. God heals sick bodies by his own miraculous 


‘touch when it is his will to do so, today as in Bible 


times; but it is also plainly his will at other times, as 
revealed in the Scriptures, for us to use gratefully 
such natural means for healing as he has graciously 
provided. A missionary in India writes of medical 
missionary work: “The operation is so magical in 
its effect that it is more like what 1 have imagined 
the touch of the great Healer must have been. You 
feel nothing but gentle hands. You can almost see 
with the inward eyes those unseen hands guiding the 
kind human hands, and, as you feel those firm and 
skillful hands doing things you never imagined could 
be done, you cannot -help loving the Healer more 
then ever for giving the blessed gift of healing to 
the children of men.” God pledges himself to “supply 
all your need according to his riches in glory by 
Christ Jesus”; but the method by which he meets our 
need is. for him, not for us, to decide; and it is the same 
gracious, sure supply ~ whether by :the ministry of 
human hands guided by His own, or by His own hands 
without human touch. 


The Servant 


L 


SRAEL in the Old Testament is spoken of as the 
servant of Jehovah. Yet painfully obvious is the 
fact that such was the very last position that the 

nation as a whole ever desired to take up. They 
would serve any horrible idol. They would copy any 
debased and debasing ritual. The one thing they were 
not willing to do was to serve the God who had re- 
deemed them. 

Accordingly the title “servant” found in the pages 
of Isaiah comes to mean an Israel idealized before 
the prophet’s eyes rather than the nation as a whole, 
More than this. It was in vain to look for a realization 
of the Lord’s servant among the people as a whole. 
Not even in any recognizable group was the charac- 
ter of the servant to be discerned. So, as the glowing 
messages of Isaiah’s preaching proceed, more and more 
the “servant” is referred to a yet future time. And, 
more remarkable still, the figure of the servant be- 
comes not ideal but personal. The latter part of Isa- 
iah’s great book is occupied with tracing the linea- 
ments of one who should come and in whom the ideal 
servant would be perfectly realized. 

So the title of “servant” becomes one of the recog- 
nized titles used to describe the coming Messiah. 
When we turn to the New Testament we find that 
one whole Gospel is occupied with tracing the activ- 
ities of the Lord Jesus Christ as the tireless servant 
of Jehovah. pe 


The characteristics of the ideal servant are set forth 
in Isaiah 42. It must be borne in mind that the idea 
connoted by the term “servant” is a great deal fuller 
and richer in the Old Testament than in our modern 
speech. A servant is: 

1. One who works for another. 


2. As such he comes to represent that other one, 
as Eliezer represented. Abraham: 

3. To this end he is a person clothed with the au- 
thority of the one whom he thus represents. 

The term “Servant,” therefore, suggests the three 
special ideas of activity, intimacy, and authority. 


III. 


With these ideas in mind, notice the characteristics 
of the servant’s work as set forth by Isaiah. 

He is to bring forth justice to the nations (v, 1). 
In this sin-cursed world of human society, hideous 
with wrongs, the servant is to introduce the rule of 
right over might. 

That display of regal power is to be given by one 
who is absolutely emptied of all desire for self-ag- 
grandizement (v. 2). He is meek and lowly in heart. 
He has not deemed any position or dignity of his as 
prizes to be tenaciously held. He has emptied himself 
and taken upon himself the outward fashion of a slave 
(Phil, 2:7). 

In his work of executing judgment he discovers that 
there are many people who have faint aspirations after 
goodness. Wherever he recognizes such he is quick 
to seize upon its presence and to seek to kindle the 
smoldering material. He finds tired men and women 
who are almost ready to give up the struggle against 
their own sin, They are tied and bound by the chains 
of their sins. But the servant’s care is to build up 
rather than break down (v. 3). 

Yet with such womanly gentleness there is the en- 
ergy and determination of a giant. He would not 
break a bruised reed with his strong hands. But not 
all the devils in hell can break him. He is “gentle 
Jesus, meek and mild”; but he is also “the strong Son 
of God.” 

IV. 


He has all these characteristics because nothing 
less than the very power of the Creator is his (v. 5). 
Jehovah’s power is pledged to the servant as Jehovah’s 
representative. : 

Nay, more. From verse 8 the form of the servant 
is lost sight of in the blaze of the Lord’s own glory. 
The servant is so completely identified with God that 
God alone is spoken of as working. .The Word was 
not only “with God,” but “the Word was, God.” 

God’s working is described in two ways that at first 
sight seem utterly incompatible witi one another. In 
verse 13 God speaks of himself as going forth to bat- 
tle against all that is wrong in the lives of men and 
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nations. He is the warrior, trampling his enemies un- 
derfoot, righting the wrongs, attacking the abuses of 
the world. It is the ideal expressed in Kipling’s lines: 


Clear the land of evil, 

Drive the road, and bridge the ford; 
Make ye sure to eacn his own, 
That he reap where he hath sown; 
By the peace among our people 

Let men know we serve the Lord, 


In the next place there is a swift transition. God 
is no longer the fighter but the sufferer. He is no 
longer represented as a man at all, but as a woman, 
—and as a woman in the most helpless and pathetic 
of all her experiences, waiting with long patience and 
anxiety for the hour when the processes of embryonic 
development shall be complete and the birth pangs must 
begin. God is looking on at the world’s slowly de- 
veloping good and evil. He is longing for the moment 
to come when he can wisely intervene. He sees the 
multitudes, and it hurts him still (Matt. 9:36) be 
cause they are like uncared-for sheep. He stands be- 
sidethe panderer and his victim, yet he makes no sign. 
He marks the murderer strike the fatal blow, yet he 
does not intervene. But not because he does not care. 
The pain of God is there, in it all. “The longsuffer- 
ing of our Lord is salvation” (2 Pet. 3:15). He is 
“not willing that any should perish, but that all should 
come to repentance” (2 Pet. 3:9). For this he waits. 
He cannot lightly damn a soul, though it be the soul 
of a fornicator. For he, and he alone, knows what 
a really is. And his knowledge keeps him 
silent. 

But in this verse so pregnant with meaning we get 
some little glimpse of what it costs Ged to wait, 

In saying this one is not forgetful of the fact that 
with God there is neither past nor: future. He. is the 
eternal “I AM.” Yet tenderly he comes down in this 
phrase, as it were, into the very -bond and prison and 
Kimitation of time itself just as we have to know it. 
It is God looking at things from the standpoint of 
man. Not aloof and as an unmoved spectator of our 
struggle, but as one who himself is in it. Immanuel, 
God with us. 
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“Not as one blind and deaf to our beseeching, 
Neither forgetful that we are but dust; 

Not as from heavens too high for our upreaching, 
Coldly sublime; intolerably just. 


“Nay, but thou knowest us, Lord Christ, thou knowest, 
Well thou rememberest our feeble frame, 

Thou canst conceive our highest and our lowest 
Pulses of nobleness and aches of shame.” 


So it needs the passion as well as the power of God 
to make a sinner whole. We were redeemed by blood 
before we could be redeemed by power. 


V. 


Now comes the last part. Those who have been res- 
cued at such a cost may become, and are intended to 
become, in their turn rescuers of others. They were 
blind. But God will bring them ferth by a way that 
they knew not (v. 16). Yet who are these blind folks 
but those who should be collectively his servant? 
(vs. 6, 19.) Robbed, spoiled, snared, hidden. Is this 
true of any of us linked in the ministry of ,the Sunday- 
school? Robbed of a vital belief in the Bibie? 
Spoiled. of the influence and power that, might be ours? 
Snared by the world’s seductions, our witness stifled 
and our work at a standstill? Hidden away from ac- 
tive testimony for God, either because of cowardice 
or because of the knowledge of some. inconsistency ? 

If such is our condition, listen! We cannot help 
ourselves. Our helplessness is a iust judgment upon 
us for our sins (v. 24). Yet God himself is coming 
to say “Restore.” “Ought not this woman, whom 
Satan. had bound, lo, these eighteen years, to have been 
loosed from this bond?” (Luke 13:16.) Oh, servant 
of the living God, your God is akie to deliver you! 
We have fallen by our own iniquities. Yet, even now, 
if we will let him, he will save us (Hos. 14:1). 
“Wretched man that I am! who shall deliver me? 
thank God through Jesus Christ our Lord” (Rom, 7: 
24, 25). 

The time of mercy came at last, 
His sheep the shepherd sovght and found, » 
And, as he smiled and homeward passed, 
By love omnipotence was crowned.

They Are Not 
“Lost Books of the Bible” 
Last summer (issue of June 19) The Sunday 


School Times exposed the true character of certain 
so-called “lost books of the Bible’ and the misleading 


advertising that was appearing prominently in secular : 


and religious magazines. Now another. publishing 
house is offering these “Lost Books” as a premium 
with subscriptions to a widely known secular magazine, 
and it is regrettable that similarly misleading state- 
ments are being made in this new advertising. Readers 
from widely separated sections of the country are 
writing in and asking for the facts, which The Sur- 
day School Times now gives again, in view of the re- 
newed activity of this propaganda. 
A New Jersey business man writes: 


Will you please advise me, a member of The Sunday 
School Times family, should I own a copy of the “Lost 
Books of the Bible’? Will it rejoice an old-fashioned 
Fundamentalist and help him to serve better? 


A Tennessee woman inquires: 


Kindly inform me what you think of an immature 
mind reading the ‘Lost Books of the Bible’’— such as 
the lost Gospel of Peter, Mary, Paul and Seneca, Paul 
and Thecla, Clement, Barnabas, Letters of Herod and 
Pilate, Protevangelion, Christ and Abgarus, etc.? Are 
these authentic? I would appreciate an answer. Why~ 
were some of these not included in the Bible? 


A Nebraska reader writes: 


In your Notes on Open Letters would you mind com- 
menting on the enclosed advertising. We weuld appre- 
ciate some accurate information to combat this trick 
of the Devil to undermine the faith of God’s people. 


A pastor in Iowa asks: 


Did there not appear recently in the columns of The 
Sunday School Times information concerning the so- 
called “Lost Books of the Bible’? I notice it is being 
given as a premium with I think the public gen- 
erally ought to be informed clearly that these books 
have no right to be called the “Lost Books of the Bible,’’- 
and that the Canon of Scripture was certainly closed 
long ago.

These old writings, now being exploited in nation- 
wide advertising that is so misleading to uninformed 
persons, were never in the Bible and, with one excep- 
tion, were never lost. They are, of course, simply the 
books of the Apocrypha, well known to the Christian 
public and accessible during the Christian centuries ; 
with the addition cf the so-called “Gospel of Peter,” 
which is one of the thirty or more well-known apoc- 
ryphal gospels that began to spring up in the second 
century, and that were so obviously spurious that they 





were dismissed as unworthy of serious consideration 
by the early Christian Church, as by intelligent Chris- 
tians today. The Marcosians, according to Irenaeus, 
adduced “an unspeakable number of apocryphal and 
spurious writings, which they themselves had forged, 
to bewilder the minds of the foolish.” Eusebius wrote 
of these books that “they are not only to be ranked 
among the spurious writings but are to be rejected as 
altogether absurd and impious.” In 1885, archeolo- 
gists found in Egypt a parchment containing portions 
of three lost writings, including this apocryphal ‘Gos- 
pel of Peter.” It is filled with material that exposes 
its own untrustworthy character; it is believed to have 
been forged and therefore, of course, not of Simon 
Peter’s authorship. For example, it replaces our Lord’s 
cry on the cross, “My God, my God, why hast thou 
forsaken me,” with the falsified words, “My power, 
my power, thou hast forsaken me.” 

Among the misleading statements in the new adver- 
tising of these old books are the following: 

The writings purposely omitted from the Bible con- 

Stitute one of the great mysteries of the Christian era. 


These writings were never in the Bible. Of course 
they were “omitted” from it, for they never had any 
claim to be in it. So were the mythologies of ancient 
Greece and Rome “purposely omitted from the Bible,” 
and for the same reason. The fact that these writ- 
ings never were part of the Bible is well known his- 
torically, and there is no mystery connected with the 
formation of the Canon of Scripture, nor with the 
omission of that which never was inspired Scripture. 


Why was the testimony of such men as Nicodemus 
or Barnabas omitted? 


The answer is evident enough to intelligent Chris- 
tians: because it was not inspired, and it was never 
part of the Scriptures. ; 

“The Lost Books of the Bible,” containing all -the 


Scriptural writings extant not included in the New Tes- 
tament, — 


This is an. untrue statement, as these were never 
Scriptural writings. 


But the Bible does not contain by any mieans all that 
survived to us of these Christian writings. 


Of course it does not. The Bible is the Word of 
God, and these apocryphal writings were never the 
Word of God. Therefore the Bible does not contain 
them, and never did contain, them. 

There are revealed in these vivid pages the sources 


of many Christian traditions that are not found in the 
Bible. 


The reason they are not found in the Bible is be- 
cause so much of them is not true. They have been 


~ 


your thoughts” (Isa. 55:8, 9). 
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familiar to Christians during the nineteen Christian 
centuries, and have been rejected by Christians as gro- 
tesque, absurd, irreverent. In and of themselves they 
offer conclusive proof that they are not inspired and 
never could have been part of the Word of God. 


No one can say how much personal jealousy, intol- 
erance, pride, fear or oversight might be veiled in such 
a legend [as to the formation of the Canon of Scripture], 
or to what extent human frailty influenced the rejection 
of these books. 


A statement of this sort exposes the ignorance of 
the writer, and makes innuendoes as to the formation 
of the ‘Canon of. Scripture. wholly contrary to fact. 
There is no historical evidence whatsoever that any 
of these. books was ever hidden or rejected because 
somebody in power was afraid or jealous. If the 
Bible of Christendom could have been made up in any . 
such. selfish, sinful, human- way as this paragraph in- 
timates, then Christianity and the Gospel collapse, and 
the Word of God is a colossal fraud. 


The Gospel of Mary (ascribed to Matthew) gives a 
fuller report than we have in any other place of the 
girlhood of Mary. It tells of her birth and bringing up; 
how she disobeyed the order of the priest to get mar- * 
ried; and a vivid description, of the blossoming of the 
rod of Joseph. 


This brief statement of some of the contents of 
the “lost books” is. conclusive. evidence tc Christian 
people of their spurious character. 


Clement cites three astonishing proofs of the resur-- 
rection of the body —including his famous example of 
the phoenix bird rising from the ashes. 


Here again is obviously apocryphal material. 

Full information about the Apocrypha is given in 
the Encyclopedia Britannica, available for anyone who 
will take the trouble to turn to it. 

As The Sunday School Times stated in this de- 
partment in its issue of August 28, 1926, Professor 
Ira M. Price, Ph.D., of the Department of Oriental 
Languages and Literatures in the University of Chi- 
cago, has in: his library a book that appeared in 1820, 
entitled “The Apocryphal New Testament, being all 
the Gespels, epistles, and: ‘other pieces now extant, at- 
tributed in the first four centuries to Jesus Christ, 
his apostles and their companions, and not included in 
the New Testament by. its compilers. Translated from 
the original- tongues, and now first collected into one 
velume. London: Printed for William Hone, Ludgate 
Hill, 1820.” Professor Price’s own volume, “The 
Ancestry of the English Bible,’ has been published 
by The Sunday Schoolt.Times Company since 1906, 
and has been steadily in demand since its first appear- 
ance; it gives an accurate and valuable record of the 
facts concerning the:-history and translations of the 
Scriptures into English»-($2.50, plus 20 cents postage). 

An’ edition of the Apoerypha of the New Tes- 
tament was published in: r901 in which, prefacing each 
of the books now exploited by this magazine advertis- 
ing, there is given a historical statement concerning 
authenticity and other facts. Some of these facts are 
significantly interesting. 

Concerning the book “Nicodemus,” we find that it 
is conjectured to have been a forgery made toward 
the close of the third century. 

Concerning “Paul and Thecla,” Tertullian: says that 
this piece was forged. 

Concerning the Clement I letter, its genuineness has 
been. much questioned. 

All. early literature of this sort has its proper place 
in the reading of those who would be fully informed 
on the uninspired writings that sprang up in the years 
following the closing of Scripture, and the Apocrypha 
can safely be read and studied provided one under- 
stands what it.is and what it is not. It is not inspired; 
it is not dependable; it throws into sharp relief the 
true Word of God by its own lamentable contrast with 
that. One of the inquirers whose letter is given above 
asks whether. an immature mind should read these 
apocryphal books. There is no reason why an im- 
mature person should not read them if the facts are 
explained; even an immature mind can readily sense 
the vast difference between these writings and the 
Bible. “For my thoughts are not your thoughts, 
neither are your ways my ways, saith the Lord. For 
as the heavens. are higher than the earth, so are my 
ways higher than your ways, and my thoughts than 
“For all flesh is as 
grass, and all the glory of man as the flower of grass. 
The grass withereth, and the flower thereof falleth 
away: but the word of the Lord endureth for ever” 
€1 Pet; 1:24, 25). ps

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The Precious Blood of Jesus Christ

What it is and what it does 














WO ladies were sitting together in a street car. 

Said one, “I would go a long way to hear a ser- 
: mon about the blood of Christ; I wonder why 
it is not preached more.” 

“Yes,” said the other, “we sing of it in hymns, but 
we don’t hear of it from our pulpits.” - 

Are we losing sight of the blood of Jesus Christ? 
Our eternal salvation depends upon it. “Without 
‘shedding of blood [there] is no remission [of sins]}” 
(Heb. 9:22), and without such remission there can 
be no entrance for us into Héaven, for no. sin can 
enter there. It is the blood of Jesus Christ alone 
that “cleanseth us from all sin” (1 John 1:7). 

Few topics have such prominence given to them in 
the Bible as the blood. It is mentioned no less than 
427 times. From Leviticus 17:11 we ‘learn its divine 
significance: “For the life of the flesh is in the blood: 
and I have given it to you upon the altar to make 
an atonement for your souls: for it is the blood that 
maketh an atonement for the soul.” 

Peter tells us that the blood of Jesus Christ is 


.| “precious,” —that is, worth a great price. It is of 


infinite and inestimable value. He says: “Ye were 
not redeemed with corruptible things, as silver and 
old, from your vain conversation received by tra- 
ition from your fathers; but with the precious blood 
of Christ, as of a lamb without blemish and without 
spot.” Let us inquire, therefore, why the blood of 

rist is precious, and let us seek to answer the 
question in two ways. 

First, it is precious because of what it is; and sec- 
ond, because of what it does. 


I. WHat THE Bioop or Curist Is 


The blood of Jesus Christ is absolutely unique, and 
in five particulars. 

1. It is sinless blood. It is the only sinless human 
blood this world has ever known. We were all con- 
ceived in sin and brought forth in iniquity (Psa. 51: 
5). Jesus was “conceived by the Holy Ghost” (Luke 
1:35), and “born of the virgin Mary.” - He alone 
among men was born without sin, nor did he ever 
sin. He was always “holy, harmless, undefiled, [and] 


‘separate from sinners” (Heb. 7:26). Therefore his 


blood is available as our. atonement. He only could 
stand in-the sinner’s place, nd: bear the sinner’s sins. 
And this is just what he has done. “For he [God 
the Father] hath niade him to be sin for us, who knew 
no sin; that we might be’ made the righteousness of 
God in him” (2 Cor. 5:21). “Surely he hath borne 
our griefs, and carried our sorrows: yet we did es- 
teem him stricken, smitten of God, and afflicted. But 
he was wounded for our transgressions, he was bruised 
for our iniquities* the chastisement of our peace was 
upon him; and with his stripes. we are healed. All 
we like sheep have gone astray; we have turned every 
one to his own way; and the Lord hath laid on him 
the iniquity of us all” (Isa. 53: 4-6). 
_ Had Jesus been only a sinless man, and his blood 
sinless blood, its shedding would have availed for but 
one other human being; but, thank God, it is more 
than sinless. - tia 
2. It is divine blood. Paul in addressing the elders 
at Ephesus in Acts 20:28 speaks of “the church of 
God, which he hath purchased with his own blood.” 
Therefore the blood of Jesus was the blood of God. 
od was in Christ, reconciling the world unto him- 


_ self, not imputing their trespasses unto them” -(2 Cor. 


5:19). The blood shed on Calvary was the blood 
‘of Emmanuel, God with us. Therefore the blood 
‘of Jesus is divine blood. 

_ What does this imply? It means that Christ's 
blood has an infinite efficacy. The value of a sacri- 
fice is the value of the victim offered. Therefore it 
‘is that in Hebrews 10: 4 we read: “It.is not possible 
that the blood of bulls and of goats should take away 
sins.” Neither the blood of one, nor of a million of 
them, could remove even ‘one man’s sins. The Old 
Testament sacrifices weré only typical sacrifices. But 
what value will you put upon God? is - infinite, 
and therefore the sacrifice of “Jésus Christ,‘ and. -the 
blood which he shed, is blood of infinite value. Hence it 
is sufficient to cover the sins of the whole world. Jesus 
Christ is “the Lamb of God, which taketh away the 
sin of the world” (John 1:29), and therefore his 
blood is of infinite efficacy. — 

At the Parliament of Religions held in Chicago dur- 
ing the Columbian Exposition in 1893, among the 
speakers Dr. Hale appeared for, Unitarianism, Swami 

iva Kananda for Hinduism, and Dr. Joseph Cook 
for the Christian faith. After all but the last had 
spoken, each telling the beauties’ of his religion, Dr. 
Cook arose. Adv-ncing toward the audience he said: 
“I want to introduce Lady Macbeth.” Then turning 
to Dr. Hale: “Have you, sir, anything in your re-

ligion that will wash away her sin?” A cloud passed 

-over Dr. Hale’s face, but he ventured no reply. The 
same question was put to the Hindu, but no answer. 
Coming to-the front of the platform with his arms 
extended, Dr. Cook said: “The blood of Jesus Christ 
-his Son cleanseth us from all sin.’ 

3. It is incorruptible blood. In Psalm 16:10 the 
writer speaks for Christ prophetically, in this way, 
“Thou wilt not leave my soul in hell; neither wilt 
thou suffer thine Holy One to see corruption.” These 


words are applied directly to our Lord by Peter in 


Acts 2:31. What was true of the body of our Lord 
was equally true of the blood contained in it. It was 
incorruptible. Peter says, “Forasmuch as ye know that 
ye were not redeemed with corruptible things, as silver 
atid gold, .. . but with the precious blood of Christ, 
as of a lamb without blemish and without spot.” 
Hence the blood of Jesus is not only sinless and there- 
fore available; and divine,and so of infinite power; 
but also incorruptible, and therefore of changeless 
efficacy. 

4. It is covenant blood. At the institution of the 
Lord’s Supper (Matt. 26:28) our Saviour made use 
of these significant words. As he took the cup, he 
gave thanks, and said, “This is my blood of the new 
testament, which is shed for many for the remission 
of sins.’ The blood of Jesus, therefore, is the blood 
of the covenant. 

What does that mean? That there was an ever- 
lasting covenant made between the Father and the 
Son, even before man came on the scene at all, rati- 
fied “before the foundation of the world” (Eph. 1:4), 
by which Jesus Christ undertook ta become a man, 
and live man’s life, and die in man’s place and stead; 
and God the Father undertook to accept and forgive 
and save every returning sinner that came to him by 
Jesus Christ. The Holy Communion is the sign and 
symbol of that covenant to all who receive it believ- 
ingly, to all who are trusting in the merits of the pre- 
cious blood of Christ (Gal. 3: 16-18; Heb. 9: 11-28). 

The terms of that covenant are given in Hebrews 
10:16, 17, as cited from Jeremiah 31:33, 34, “This 
is the covenant that I will make with them after those 
‘days, saith the Lord, I will put my laws into their 

earts, and in their minds will I write them; and their 
sins and iniquities will I remember no more.” As we 
come to the Lord’s Supper and. receive that cup, how 
comforting it is to know that for true believers his 
precious blood has secured eternal forgiveness, and 
that God, for Christ’s sake, will remember their sins 
no more. 

It was through realizing his part in the everlasting 
covenant that Evan Hopkins, one. of the founders of 
the English Keswick Convention, found’ pardon and 
peace. Relating the circumstance he says: 

“I was in great anxiety of soul. On Monday, Feb- 
ruary 20, I was reading in my room alone, at Swal- 
land, the verse ‘If we confess our sins, he is faithful 
and just to forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us from 
all unrighteousness,’ I said to God, ‘Lord, I cannot 
see this. If it were written, “Thou art gracious and 
merciful to forgive,” I could understand it; but how 
canst thou be faithful and just to forgive? Faithful 
to whom? Just to whom? Now, Lord, show me.’ 
I was longing for life and peace. Well, before I 
‘rose from my knees, the whole thing was made clear 
to me. I saw that there was a covenant, not between 
God and man, but between God and Christ; and if I 
was among those who confessed their sins, I was in 
the agreement, and then he was faithful to the Son, 
-and just to’ the promise made to the Son, to forgive me 
then and there. I saw at once that I had pardon; 
and peace came into my soul.” 

Therefore, because the blood of Jesus is covenant 
blood, it is of unshakeable reliability. 

_ §. It ts glorified blood. It is now in Heaven, and 
hence it is glorified blood, : 

In the Epistle to the Hebrews (9: 11-14) it is writ- 
ten: “But Christ being come an high priest of good 
things to come, by a greater and more perfect taber- 
nacle, not made with hands, that is to say, not of this 
building; neither. by the blood of goats and calves, but 
by his own blood he entered in once into the holy 
place, having obtained eternal redemption for us. For 


if the blood of bulls and of goats, and the ashes of 
an heifer sprinkling the unclean, sanctifieth to the 
purifying of the flesh: how much more shall the blood 
of Christ, who through the eternal spirit offered him- 
self without spot to God, purge your conscience from 
dead, works to serve the living God?” Just as the 
high priest of old entered once a year into the most 
holy place with the sacrificial blood, and presented it 
to God, so Jesus Christ, our Great High Priest, has 
entered into Heaven with his own blood, and through 
the eternal Spirit has offered that blood to God the 
Father; and that blood has been accepted for the re- 
mission of our sins. 

Jesus is pleading the merit of that blood today, and 
that blood itself is pleading. In Hebrews 10:19, 20 
we read, “Having therefore, brethren, boldness to enter 
into the holiest by the blood of Jesus, by a new and 
living way, which he hath consecrated for us, through 
the veil, that is to say, his flesh.” So we have bo!d- 
ness to enter into the very holiest now by the blood 
of Jesus. In the twelfth chapter and the twenty-sec- 
ond verse it says, “Ye are come unto mount Sion, and 
unto the city of the living God, the heavenly Jerusa- 
lem, and to an innumerable company of angels, to the 
general assembly and church of the firstborn, which 
are written in heaven, and to God the Judge of all, 
and to the spirits of just men made perfect, and to 
Jesus the mediator of the new covenant, and to the 
hlood of sprinkling, that speaketh better things than 
that of Abel.” 

So the blood is speaking on our behalf in Heaven. 
This is the ground of our hope. Have we claimed 
our part in it? Have we by faith appropriated the 
forgiveness that that blood has purchased for us? 
God is reconciled, God is at peace with us. Are we 


_at peace with God? (2 Cor. 5: 18-21.) 


II. WHAT THE. BLoop oF Curist Does 


The blood of Jesus Christ is precious not only on 
account of what it is, but-also because of what it does, 
What does it do? It does at least three things. 

1. It redeems from sin’s penalty. What is the pen- 
alty of sin? 

In Ezekiel 18:4, 20 we learn God’s sentence upon 
sin. ‘The soul that sinneth, it shall’ die.” 

Again in''Romans 6:23 Paul tells us, “The wages 
of sin is death.” . 

Yet once more in James 1:15 we are told that 
“sin, when it is finished, bringeth forth death.” 

Therefore death, not only of body but of soul, is 
the penalty of sin. Every sinner will have to bear 
that penalty unless he finds in Jesus his personal Sav- 
jour. Jesus Christ has borne that penalty for him, 
There. is no necessity for him to bear it himself 
if only he will come to Christ and receive him as 
Saviour (Matt. 11: 28; John 5: 40; 6: 37). 

Charles Simeon, the celebrated evangelical church- 
man of Cambridge, England, whose life and preaching 
exercised such a profound influence for good upon 
the student body of the university there, when, as an 
undergraduate, he came under deep conviction of sin, 
found peace and salvation through reading Bishop 
Wilson on the “Lord’s Supper.” There he learned that 
the Jews of old knew what they did when they trans- 
ferred their sins to,the head of the sacrificial offering 
(Lev. 1:4). “May I transfer all my guilt to an- 
other?” he said. Then he saw that the offerings un- 
der the law were but types of the supreme offering 
of Christ on Calvary, and going at once to Jesus 
es claimed and found complete forgiveness for all 

is sins. 


Not all the blood of beasts, 
On Jewish altars slain, 

Could give the guilty conscience peace, 
Or wash away the stain: 


But Christ, the heavenly Lamb, 
Takes all our sins away, 

A sacrifice of nobler name 
And richer blood than they. 


My faith would lay her hand 
On that dear head of Thine, 
While like a penitent I stand, 
And there confess my sin. 


Jesus came expressly to redeem us from the penalty 
of sin. Isaiah 53:5, 6 tells us “He was wounded for 
our transgressions, he was bruised for our iniquities: 
the chastisement of our peace was upon him; and with 
his stripes we are healed. All we like sheep have 
gone astray; we have turned every one to his own 
way; and the Lord hath laid on him the iniquity of us 
all.” In the tenth verse of the same chapter we read, 
“Thou shalt make his soul an offering for sin,” and 
from verse 12 we learn that he has made that offers 
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ing, “he hath poured out his soul unto death.” He 
gave his blood, his soul, his sinless life, his divine 
life, as an atonement and sacrifice for our sinful lives. 
The debt is paid, and we can have perfect, instant for- 
giveness if we come to the Lord Jesus Christ by faith. 


2. It saves from sin’s power. In Revelation 1:5 
praise is ascribed to Jesus Christ who loved us, and 
“loosed us from our sins.” By his death he has set 
us free from sin. He has paid our penalty, met our 
claim, and Satan can no longer hold us, nor the flesh, 
nor the world, All we have to do is to claim what 
Christ has already claimed for us by his precious 
blood-shedding. In Revelation 12:11 we read of the 
redeemed that they overcame Satan “by the blood of 
the Lamb.” Romatis 6:6 and verses 10 to. 14 make 
this truth very plain. Verse 6 says, “Knowing this, 
that our old man is crucified with him, that the body 
of sin might be destroyed, that henceforth we should 
not serve sin.” 

So there is perfect release for every one of us from 
the indwelling power of sin, if only we will claim 
it through the finished work of Jesus Christ, by the 
power of his precious shed blood. Verses 10 to 14: 
“For in that he died, he died unto sin once: but in 
that he liveth, he liveth unto God, Likewise reckon 
ye also yourselves to be dead indeed unto sin, but alive 
unto God through Jesus Christ our Lord. Let not 
sin therefore reign in your mortal body, that ye 
should obey it in the lusts thereof. Neither yield ye 
your members as instruments of unrighteousness unto 
sin: but yield yourselves unto God, as those that are 
alive from the dead, and your members as instruments 
of righteousness unto God. For sin shall not have 
dominion over you: for ye are not under the law, 
but under grace.” If we will only reckon ourselves by 
the death of Jesus to be dead to sin, if, when temptation 
presents itself, we will look up and say, “Lord Jesus, 
enable me to reckon myself dead to this sin and alive 
unto God through thee,” we shall find that Jesus 
Christ will instantly make good his promise here, 
and release will instantly come. 

There is a story told of a Frenchman who was 
drafted during the Napoleonic wars into the French 
army. He claimed that he was exempt from service, 
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and when asked what was the ground of his exemp- 
tion, he said: “I am dead. I was drafted before, 
and I procured a substitute, and my substitute went to 
battle and was killed; he died in my place, and hence 
I’m a dead man as far as conscription goes.’ The 
officer to whom he applied for relief from conscrip- 
tion would not listen to his plea. The man appealed 
to the emperor, and the emperor acknowledged the 
claim, saying, “Yes, judicially you are dead, and you 
can go to your home; you are perfectly free.” He 
obtained that freedom because he claimed it through 
the work of another, We can do the same thing; we 
can claim redemption from the power of sin through 
the work of Jesus Christ, who died to redeem us from 
sin. What is his name, and what does it imply? “Thou 
shalt call his name Jesus.’ Why? “Because he shall 
save his people from their sins.” And he will do it 
if we will only look to him and trust him and possess 
the possessions that we have in him, 


3. It will save from sin’s presence. This will be 
when Jesus comes and takes us out of this world of 
sin to be with himself forever. In Hebrews 9: 28 we 
read: “Unto them that look for him shall he appear the 
second time without sin unto salvation,” perfect, eter- 
nal, full, complete salvation. When we reach that 
other life, that other world, there will be no more 
sin, and the work of Jesus will then be completed. 
He will have saved us absolutely from sin’s penalty, 
from sin’s power, from sin’s presence, and that for- 
evermore. here is no other way by which we can 
ever enter Heaven but through the blood of the Lamb. 

A poor, dying woman was being visited by a London 
city missionary. “You know,” he said, “when you go 
on a journey you have to have a ticket to travel by. 
You are about to go on a journey. Have you a ticket 
for Heaven?” Then he read to her Revelation 22: 
14. It is wonderful, as the Revised Version gives it: 
“Blessed are they that wash their robes, that they may 
have the right to come to the tree of life, and may 
enter in by the gates into the city.” This is indeed 
a ticket for Heaven. Have we secured it by faith in 
the blood of the Lord Jesus Christ?

serve the progressiveness of the Lord’s reply 
to Peter —“Simon, son of John, do you love me? — 
then feed my lambs — then be a shepherd to my sheep 
—then feed my much-loved sheep.” The work of a 
_pastor is momentous. It is also glorious. You can 
never hope to imitate Christ as a sacrifice, but you 
can be very much like him as a shepherd. 

There is one outstanding qualification for a pastor 
—that is, aw intense spiritual sympathy. Pastoral 
work will be very trying, very formal, if your heart 
is not throbbing with the love of Jesus toward your 
flock. But when you are moved with compassion, 
moved from your cozy study to the dreary slum, moved 
from your lovely garden into the highways and hedges, 
moved from the shelter of home and its soothing com- 
panionships into the midst of trouble and sickness and 
death, then will the joy of sacrifice be yours, and the 
gratitude of a comforted people be lavished upon 
you. 
er me call your attention to three sides of pastoral 

work. 


1. The Pastor at Home, It is wise to encourage 
your people to visit you at your own home, or to see 
you at specially appointed times in your study or in 
the vestry. There are confidences and confessions 
which are not convehiently made in one’s own home, 
but they can be freely made in yours. 


2. The Pastor in the Home of Others. In visita- 
tion you wilt always bear in mind that the true shep- 
herd gives most time to his feeble sheep, You will 
find many gracious enough to recognize this, but others 
will constantly seek to get you to visit them for the 
sake of having you exclusively to themselves. Be- 
ware of a so-called fellowship and pastoral visitation 
which is simply. a social call or a tea party. Go to»your 
own on spiritual business, and when that is completed, 
leave them to meditate upon the advice that has been 
given; do not, as a rule, risk dispersing the gracious 
influence by the lighter conversation of the dinner 
table. Personally, I found it very helpful to suggest 
invitations out to supper on Sunday evenings. In this 
‘way entrance into the family life of many was ob- 
tained. At Sunday supfer it is very easy to talk about 


the services of the day, and then close the evening 
with hymns and prayer. 

Sickness in the home gives a splendid opportunity 
for a sympathetic pastor to gain admittance and con- 
fidence. Sickness is a magic key into the hearts of 
saved and unsaved alike, 





Bhs, minister of today is not only the spirit-

ity of instances, he must assume the duties of 
the executive head of a busy organization. His

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Generally, the-critical period in visitation is the time 
of prayer. Conversation, even from the Bible, may 
not forward you much, but when you get the ones and 
the twos or the whole family kneeling down, praying 
with you, then is the, golden opportunity, and as you 
tenderly bring them, with their sorrows and their sins, 
to.God, many hearts will be opened toward him and 
you. At Mundesley Bible Conference, Professor Selbie 
told how, when he was a young minister, he went to 
visit an old. lady who-attended another church. The 
old minister of this church was just leaving. He was 
known as a dry and dusty preacher. Mr. Selbie thought 


‘that there would be no sorrow at. his leaving, but to 


his amazement he found the lady greatly distressed. 
He ventured the remark, “Do you like him as a 
preacher?” “Oh, no,” was the ready response, 
never listen to his preaching at all, but I do not know 
how I shall live without his prayers.” 


3. The Pastor and His Letters. One of the biggest 
assets in your pastoral work will be that of letter 
writing. It is said that Dr. J. R. Miller built up his 
large congregations of thousands as much by letter 
writing as by the making of personal calls. A sym- 
pathetic letter is a treasured possession constantly re- 
read. And, if the contents are not too private, you 
may depend upon your one letter being read at least 
by five or six different persons, It is an excellent 
idea to obtain the birthdays of your congregation and 
post or deliver a letter to reach them on that date. 
Times of sickness and death also give valuable oppor- 
tunities for suitable letters.. I will now close with a 
business man’s testimony. to the influence. of Doctor 
Miller’s letters: : 


“I can’t understand how. he could keep in touch’ 


with folks as he did. I have carefully laid away a 
package of messages from him. Somehow he kept 
track of me from the time I took my first position. 
Every time my salary was increased he wrote to me. 
There was a letter when I was married, and more 
lettters on wedding anniversaries. When a child was 
born, when there was sickness in the home, when there 
were financial reverses, when we were rejoicing or 
sorrowing for almost any special reason, he-wrote to 
us. And to think he did no more for us than for 
thousands: of others, some of whom he had never 
seen}. 
THE MINISTER AND His CoMPANIONS 


A minister’s, or a would-be minister’s, companions 
naturally fall into two groups. 

1. Your General Companions. How glad in this con- 
nection we should be for the promise of 2 Timothy 2: 
7. Weymouth renders it, “The Lord will give you dis- 
cernment in everything.” The lusts of the heart are 
more treacherous than the lusts of the mind, and un- 
less the Lord undertakes you will be entangling your- 
self with friendships that for your purpose are en- 
tirely bad. The aspirant for the ministry cannot afford 
to have a divided heart, neither divided time, One 
cannot be dogmatic, but generally. speaking it is wise 
to avoid in your student days all close friendships, un- 
less you. are absolutely convinced that some friend is 

-given. : 

There are unique personalities, filled with such wis- 
dom and self-restraint, such prayerfulness and holiness, 
such knowledge and tact; that only blessing results 
from association with them, But such persons are very 
rare. You will be happy if in your hours of relaxa- 
tion you are able to find the companionships you de- 
sire in a saintly home circle. Of course, you will avoid 
frivolous. association with girls, and you will deliber- 
ately shun those fellows who, however genial they may 
be, have a lower ideal than yours, and do not hesitate 
to smoke, walk the streets, frequent questionable places 
of amusement, and generally occupy themselves with 
conversation about sports and girls. You will do well 
to determine that unless a friend is given you directly 
from the hand of the Lord Jesus you will remain sat- 
isfied with your Lord’s companionship, alone. 

I had a friend—a boy friend. For years we played 
together, did our lessons together, went to chapel to- 
gether, prayed together, almost lived together. We 
literally loved each other. How we talked over our 
future plans! He was to be a home minister, I was 
to be a missionary. Then came the break —how it 
happened I scarcely know. I can only say.God did it. 
Our friendship came to an end. Vividly I remember 
how the tears streamed down my face when entering 
my cozy little study room I realized that never again 
would my friend share it with me. Yet today my 
heart throbs with gratitude to God for that separation. 
For, in losing his companionship, I found my Saviour’s 
in a fuller measure than. I -had ever before experienced. 

“If thou, dear Lord, dost say to me, 
I give this friend to thee, 

Then such a friend I surely know 
Will full of blessing be. 


“But if, dear Lord, thou say’st to me, 
I have no friend for thee, 

My heart will rest in perfect peace, 
For Thou my Friend wilt be.” 


2. Your Lifelong Companion. I refer to your wife. 
There are circumstances in which God sees it wiser 
for his servants not to marry.

No wonder so many young min- 
isters shun such a responsibility, but you need have no 
fear if God does for you as he did for Adam, and brings 
to you a woman. What a woman she will be! Ex- 
pressly designed to complement your life. Having had 
prevision of your needs, will make a perfect 
provisior.. Do not let haste of heart master you in 
this matter. Wait God’s time. is perfectly 
able to provide for you in his own time. Go on 
seeking first the kingdom of God. Do-not seek first 
a wife. Seek first God’s kingdom, and then, in your 
heavenly Father’s good time, this unspeakable gift will 
‘be added to you, 


If We Would Be Used

“+ IS difficult for human reason to recognize and 
appreciate the fact and the extent to which the 
energy, the wisdom, and the confidence of our natu- 
ral selves, which the Word of God refers to as “the 
flesh,” is essentially and actively in antagonism to the 
energy, wisdom, and purpose of the Holy Spirit. “For 
the flesh lusteth against the Spirit, and the Spirit 
against the flesh: and these are contrary the one to 
the other” (Gal. 5:17). The apostle Paul, in recog- 
nition of this, wrote: _ “I know that in me (that is, in 
my flesh,) dwelleth no good thing.” Revealed truth 
makes it very clear that if we would be effective in 
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service for God we must be definitely empowered by 
his Spirit, and be but instruments in his hands, chan- 
nels of his grace. 

This concept of truth was illuminatingly empha- 
sized recently in a talk given a group of helpers by 
the Rev.. Paul Kanamori, frequently referred to as 
“the Moody of Japan.” Such an exhibition of per- 
sonal humility and dependence on God I had never 
witnessed quite so strikingly in anyone else, under 
similar circumstances. He began by saying he was “a 
planless man,” so complete is his dependence on the 
direct and practical leadership of the Holy Spirit in 
all his work and ministry. He discounted his own 
ability to accomplish anything for God in terms so sug- 
gestive and complete that he described himself as sim- 
ply “the jawbone of an ass,” and at the same time 
electrified and humbled his small audience, perhaps as 
they had never been similarly moved before, as he de- 
clared: “It is wonderful what our divine Samson 
can accomplish with the jawbone of a dead ass.” 
Judges 15 will always have a new and very wonder- 
ful significance for us since that memorable afternoon, 

Remembering the marvelous manner in which this 
man of God has been used in the conversion of many 
thousands of his countrymen through the preaching 
over and over again of his well-known three-hour 


~sermon throughout Japan, there seemed to stand before 


us in physical form a tremendous emphasis to that 
verse in Zechariah 4:6: “Not by might, nor by 
power, but by my spirit, saith the Lord of hosts.” 
This privileged group left that littie farewell lunch- 
eon with a new, deeper, and more practical realization 
of the meaning of 1 Corinthians 1: 27-29, which many, 
no doubt, have found difficult to comprehend practi- 
cally: “But God hath chosen the foolish things of 
the world to confound. the wise; and God hath chosen 
the weak things of-the world to-confound the things 
which are mighty; and base things of the world, and 
thing's which are despised, hath God chosen, yea, and 
things which are not, to bring to nought things that 
are: that no flesh should glory in his presence.”

Baptist Brotherhood Class of Huntington, Ind., 
while conducting a campaign for a greater member- 
ship and attendance. A well-organized plan has been 
. started and is Being carried on by the men to develop 
the man-power of the church.and Sunday-school, The 
men are well represented in the Sunday-school and 
in_the church services. 

The church membership is used for recruiting men 
for the class. If.a man is a member of the church, 
the class is not satisfied until that person is a member 
of the Brotherhood Class. If he has some other work 
in the school that keeps him away from the class, he 
is enrolled as an associate member. If women and 
children are members of the church and the men are 
not represented, the class investigates to find whether 
there is a man or two in the family who should be 
in the Brotherhood Class. This careful watch on the 
church membership is continued from week to week. 
Whenever a new member joins the church, the Brother- 
hood Class gets busy. 

The other classes in the Sunday-school are used 
for recruiting men for the class. Beginning at the 
Cradle Roll Department and continuing through to 
the women’s class, the companion group for the 


Brotherhood Class, the families represented in the 


school are investigated to see whether they might con- 
tain men who are eligible for the men’s group. Those 
‘who already attend the Sunday-school are urged to 
continue to invite the men in their families to come 
to the Brotherhood Class. As new members appear 
in any department of the school, the men try to find 
recruits for their class, 

Family relations are used for recruiting men for 
the class. Frequently there is some brother, brother- 
in-law, uncle, or some other distant relation; who is 
entered as a prospective member for the Brotherhood 
Class. The different members of the class co-operate 
with the individual member .in enlisting the distant 
relative in the group. A united family in Sunday- 
school assures the organizations of greater enthusiasm 
from the members. 

The different congregations of the church services 
are used for recruiting men for the.class., . Represen- 









tatives of the class watch for men who come to the 
services. Before these visitors are able to get out of 
the auditorium, some of the class members have be- 
come acquainted with them, learning their names, ad- 
dresses, church relationship or preference, and whether 
they are attending any other Sunday-school. An in- 
vitation is extended to them to~come to the Baptist 
Brotherhood Class. This is done in a tactful way, so 
that the visitors are scarcely aware of the informa- 
tion that has been given. A careful record is made 
of this. If the visitor is a member of some other 
church and is attending some other Sunday-school, no 
further effort is made to enlist him in the Baptist 
Brotherhood Class. Of course, if such visitors come 
voluntarily, they are made welcome in the class. If 
the visitor is eligible as a prospective, the men find the 
best points of contact and then begin efforts to enroll 
that person in the class. 

Neighbors are used for recruiting men for the class. 
Each member of the group is urged to become better 
acquainted with his neighbors—especially the men, 
“T think he goes to such-and-such Sunday-school,” and 
“T don’t think it would do any good to try to get him” 
are not accepted as reports from the members. Many 
surprises are revealed, Men who were thought to be 
regular attendants at some Sunday-school are found 
not attending any; and men who are considered as 
“hopeless cases” are found to. be merely waiting for 
an urgent invitation to come to Sunday-school. As 
soon as any changes are made in the neighborhood, the 
class members are urged to-investigate at the earliest 
possible date for recruits for the class. 

The fellow workers are used for recruiting men for 
the class. Men talk with their fellow workers about 
the weather, politics, labor conditions, and everything 
else imaginable, so why should they not talk about the 
Sunday-school and the Brotherhood Class? Discov- 
eries as interesting and as helpful as those found among 
the neighbors are found among the fellow workers. 
Information similar to that gained from the male 
members of the congregations is gained from the fel- 
low workers. 

The daily eonversation is used for recruiting men 
for the class. Kach member is urged to say something 
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about the Baptist Brotherhood Class in each conversa- 
tion that is held with some other man. When a class 
member stops to get a haircut or a shave, the barber 
is informed concerning the class and is urged to attend 
the class, if not already active in some other school. 
Each personal contact with a man is taken as an op- 
postanity of finding a recruit for the Sunday-school 
class. 

The newspapers are used for recruiting men for the 
class. Whenever a new man in any line of business 
is reported as coming to the community, the members 
of the class are urged to get in touch with that person 
as soon as possible. If he has been active in some 
other denomination, no effort is made to enroll him in 
the Baptist Brotherhood. If the man has been in the 
community for some time and has not lined up with 
his regular church affiliations, then an invitation is 
given to attend the Baptist Brotherhood Class, 

Once the names and the information have been 
gained, the class makes regular use of government 
post cards, telephone messages, and personal calls to 
turn the prospective members into regular active mem- 
bers. Once the names and the information have been 
gained, it is not so hard to interest the regular mem- 
bers of the group in working regularly and persistently 
on the prospective men,

Dear Mother Ruth: I come to you with a question out 
of the ordinary, but of great importance to me at this time. 
My young daughter is seven years old and must go ta 


- school next term, but before I can send her she must be vac- 


cinated, according to local laws. Now I am opposed to this 
from a religious point of view. I think it is distrusting God 
to have the body so used. In the Old Testament there was 
to bé no marking or cutting. I think that may mean 
tattooing, but how much worse is vaccinating, with its 
placing of vaccine virus into the God-given human being. 

Looking at it from another side, Jesus said (Matt. 6: 24- 
34) many things that show God’s care of ‘his created beings, 
and ends by saying: “Take therefore no thoyght for the 
morrow: for the morrow shall take thought for the things 
of itself. Sufficient unto the day is the evil thereof.” 

To me, vaccination, the Shick test, and like things, are 
a denial of faith in God. What do you think? You may 
suggest that we move to another locality, but this com- 
pulsory law is almost universal. 


EAR FRIEND: Turn to Luke 20: 21-26 and read 

how Jesus respected the law. Also Romans 13: 
1-7, and 1 Peter 2: 13-17, as showing the Christian’s 
attitude toward all laws. One who is not really versed 
in the technicalities of the body and the science which 
governs the fight against disease is hardly fitted to 
give an opinion about vaccination. I have a cousin 
who is a missionary in Mexico, and she has told me 
the value of vaccination, because of the prevalence of 
smallpox. Physicians tell us it is the only thing that 
will safeguard our country from that horrible disease. 
Do you not think we should thank God for having 
such a remedy for the loathsome disease? Should we 
not be willing to accept as from him the preventive 
that he has provided for our safety, and for the safety 
of our loved ones? 

Yes, Matthew 6: 34 ddes tell us to “take no thought 
for the morrow,” but does that not mean anxious 
thought? We are to “seek first the kingdom of God, 
and his righteousness,” and then all will be well with 
us, but that does not mean we are to ignore the laws 
of health, and the laws of the state, and live accord- 
ing to our own limited judgment. We do not know 
all the rules. for proper living, and so we have phy- 
sicians, such as Luke was, and then we do all that 
common sense tells in connection with their advice, 
and having done all, we trust God. Of course, that is 
the most important of all, and what we do must be 
covered with petitions of prayer and the exercise of 
faith, but we are not sluggards to sit back and let dis- 
ease do all that it may. We fight disease as we fight 
sin, and we lean hard on the Lord, and through him 
we are victorious. 

It is claimed by great minds on these matters that 
God has a medicine for every disease man is subject 
to, but that Satan prevents the finding of them. You 
see, we are still subject to the ills of this life, but when 
Christ comes we shall be liberated from them all, 
through his might and power. Praise his name!

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The Next World’s Sunday 
School Convention 


TYONVENTIONS that bring together the people of 
different races for the purpose of planning for 
each other’s good are factors for international peace 
and goodwill among men. Such will be the World’s 
Tenth Sunday School Convention to be held in Los 
Angeles, Cal., July 11-18, 1928. Only twice before 
has there been a convention of this kind held in the 
United States of America. The second world gather- 
ing_ of Sunday-school workers was held in St. Louis 
in. 1893, and the sixth convention convened in Wash- 
ington, D. C., in 1910. London, Eng., entertained this 
assemblage twice, the first time in 1889 and the second 
time in 1898. Other World’s Conventions for Sunday- 
school workers were held as follows: Jerusalem in 
1904; Rome in 1907; Zurich in 1913; Tokyo in 1920, 
and Glasgow in 1924. 
Inasmuch as these gatherings are now quadrennial 
affairs, it is not likely that North America will again 
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have the privilege of entertaining this influential group 
of workers for at least a quarter of a century, for 
invitations have come from South America, South 
Africa, Australia, Egypt, Asia, and Europe for the 
convening of such a gathering. : 

The Sunday-school as a method of teaching Chris- 
tian truth has made its way into every land and readily 
becomes an indigenous institution. The soil it culti- 
vates is childhood.’ The seed it sows is rightness 
toward God and goodwill among men. There are 
over three million men and women of all races, lan- 
guages, and color engaged in this work and these will 
be interested in the convention to be held in Los 
Angeles, July 11-18, 1928. Fifty-four nations were 
represented at the World’s last Sunday School Con- 
vention held in Glasgow, 1924, and a larger number 
will be in attendance at Los Angeles. Committees are 
now at work building up the program.

The Minister With the Shining Face 


An intimate glimpse of Glasgow’s great preacher of 
a former day, Dr. Andrew Bonar

It was written in the secret of the divine Pres- 

ence, in confidential intercourse with the Holy 
One. Its simplicity, its honesty, its sensitive humility, 
ts display of spiritual riches will impress every care- 
ful’ reader; but those who had the privilege of ac- 
quaintance with the writer will be able to discern more 
vividly than others, and with a more sympathetic un- 
derstanding, the actings of a serene and lofty spirit. 
Not everything is to be found among the gracious 
solemnities of this book. When the thorn bush that 
skirts the desert flames in the uncreated light, one does 
net propose to “gather blackberries.’ But the spot 
where an earthly saint has been wont to hold com- 
munion with his Lord is holy ground to all who are 
wise to know wisdom. — In these solitary self-commun- 
ings, intended for no eye but his own, he has placed 
on record— unconsciously for the most part, for he 
wist not that his’ face shone — the history. of his swift 
ascent to the high places of God. 

Dr. Bonar’s character was one of great firmness. 
When he had once entered upon a course of action, he 
pursued it with resolution; yet when it seemed good, 
he would let his yieldingness be known to all men, In 
matters of conviction his will was tempered steel, but 
he never offended against charity. His gentleness was 
not the hiding of his strength; it was its efflorescence. 
Because he had strengthened himself to bear with for- 
titude the smart of a wounded spirit, he was able to 
turn to others a smiling countenance anda serene regard. 
He would not allow physical weariness, mental fatigue, 
er spiritual dearth to impair his testimony to the 
preciousness of Christ. It was a principle with him 
never to cause discouragement to any of God’s chil- 
dren, Some might say that Dr. Bonar’s serenity was 
temperamental; those who observed him closely were 
aware of the firm hand which restrained the undue 
expression of natural feeling. He constantly did diffi- 
cult things from which others shrank. He took up his 
cross daily, and so followed Christ. 

In the days of the Caesars the Christian Church es- 
tablished “Schools of Martyrdom,” in which the 
saints of the €atacombs or the Palatine were taught 
to die. Dr. Bonar schooled himself to live. Even in 
his student days his diligent employment of time was 
remarked upon. In later years it appeared to those 
who observed him that he never lost an hour —the 
minutest fragments of time were bought up, every 
opportunity was redeemed, however great the price. 

To do everything that one ought to do — punctually, 
accurately, worthily — is the supreme achievement; and 
te reach this was Dr. Bonar’s undeviating aim. He 
never specialized in conduct; he observed all the pre- 
cepts of the law te de them. In every plane of ac- 
tien he knew and embraced his Lord’s will. -His pub- 
lisher remarked to a friend that he never failed to 
receive printer’s proofs from Dr. Bonar by return. 
This may seem a small matter, though probably not 
to the printers; but we may say with Michael Angelo 
that such trifles make perfection. It was so with him 
in everything, and always. When, at the close of 
life, the summons to go hence reached him, he was 
ready to the last detail: not one paper out of its place, 
not an engagement unfulfilled, not a letter (except 
such as had been received during the two days of his 
illness) unanswered. His work was finished, his war- 
fare was accomplished. Throughout life his were in- 
deed the girded loin and the ready lamp.

entiousness, supported by resolution, became an agent 
of great value in promoting holiness. With the mest 
exact deliberation he fenced in suitable portions of 
the day for communion with God 
early, sometimes shutting off other claims upon his 
attention, sometimes denying himself needed rest. In 
all his actions God was first. 

On nothing is there such reiterated insistence in the 
“Diary” as on the privilege and obligation of prayer. 
It may be said without exaggeration that prayer was 
as the breath of life to him. He used to realize that 
the constant effort of the evil one was to turn him 
aside from prayer; consequently he watched his per- 
formance of this duty with great exactness, testing 
scrupulously the reality and intimacy of his intercourse 
with God. If at any time he found himself lacking 
here, he threw himself on the mercy of the Spirit, 
pleading the covenant ordered and sure. He often 
found that when he was engaged in this high exercise 
he had to win his way to access by conflict with temp- 
tations subtle and persistent; but he persevered until 
victory was given. He constantly devised means by 
which his seasons of waiting on God might become 
more profitable. In the earlier pages of the “Diary” 
we find notes like these: 

“God has this week been impressing much upon 
me the way of redeeming time for prayer by learning 
to pray while walking or going from place to place.” 

I now pursue the plan of praying chiefly about 
what has come to my notice lately.” 

“I wish . .. every time I go to preach to stand 
still a little, and praise the Lord for sending to sin- 
ners his glorious Gospel.” 

“T have begun to write out my desires on paper, like 
a letter, and so to pray when I feel my heart and 
thoughts wander. What is real prayer but a letter to 
the Lord Jesus, reminding him of his words and of our 
needs ?” ; 

“By the grace of God and the strength of his Holy 
Spirit I desire to lay down the rule not to speak to 
man until I have spoken with God; not to do anything 
with my hand until I have been upon my knees; not 
to read letters or papers until I have read something 
of the Holy Scriptures,” 

In later years it was as if he had mastered the sci- 
ence of prayer, but he never relaxed his vigilance. He 
found it helpful not only to abide in the spirit of 
prayer continually, but to turn aside from other duties 
often, “though but for a minute” at a time. “I have 
been endeavoring to keep up prayer at. this season 
every hour of the day, stopping my occupation, what- 
ever it is, to pray a little, seeking thus to keep my soul 
within the shadow of the throne of grace and Him that 
sits thereon.” He found that when he had first nour- 
ished his soul on the divine Word much liberty was 
given to him in the secret place —he proved the truth 
of the Psalmist’s confidence: “When thou saidst, 
Seek ye my face; my heart said unto thee, Thy face, 
Lord, will I seek.” He frequently joined fasting with 
prayer; he found that it gave him “freedom from 
distraction.” He was accustomed to set apart days for 
special supplication and intercession, spending them 
often in the church, generally alone, but at other times 
with one or two chosen fellow workers.. Occasionally 
he would exchange pulpits with another minister, that 
the time thus spared from study might be given to 
prayer. His summer holidays were anticipated as 
furnishing opportunity for more unhindered commun- 
ion with God. Let one entry stand for others: “I 
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got away alone in the forenoon to the hills, and spent 
ive hours in meditation and prayer — sometimes by 
the side of the mountain tarns, sometimes on the 
heights that look toward Loch Awe. Some solemn 
moments by the side of that little loch in the heart of 
Ben Derg.” 

The work of the ministry, to which Dr. Bonar so 
sedulously devoted himself, was an important means 
of soul culture. The spiritual nature of his work threw 
him back continually on God. When matters calling 
for decision pressed upon him, he lay “at Christ’s feet, 
trying to look up into his face, and get from him coun- 
sel.” When he had difficulty in choosing a text from 
which to preach, he sometimes thought that his per- 
plexity came as a rebuke from the Lord for having 
“prayed far too little (partly through interruptions) 
before fixing what to preach.” In studying his ser- 
mons he found that his books became fresh springs 
of comfort and healing to him, and he gave God thanks 
for them. His pastoral work was an unceasing sum- 
mons to intercession; the needs of the flock of Christ, 
which he bought with his blood, drew him to prayer. 

When he went to the throne of grace on such er- 
rands, he often had an abundant entrance. On a Sat+ 
urday evening he wrote: “Felt this evening for a lit- 
tle as if speaking directly to the Holy Spirit in the 
name of Christ, and asking him to work among us. 
Somehow for the time I seemed nearer the Spirit 
than the Father and the Son, and yet I felt that it was 
alt through Jesus I had this audience.” And when 
he preached there were times, and these were not in- 
frequent, when, as he unfolded the character of God, 
waves of divine power would sweep over him, and 
seem to fill the church: “I felt uncommonly overawed 
in. preaching today, just in reading the words of my 
text, Isaiah 6:3: ‘Holy, holy, holy,’ and for a few 
minutes the same feeling seemed to prevail through- 
out the church. I think it was the Spirit resting upon 
me.” At communion seasons he was accustomed to 
drink ef Christ’s overflowing cup, and at times he 
thought that. “the sun hasted to go dewn.” 

Yet, just because the work was so great and the 
word of salvation entrusted to him was so unspeak- 
ably glorious, he yearned with quenchless ardor for 
ever advancing intimacy with the Lord: “All this 
time I am only at the margin, never getting out into 
the deep of the great ocean. When shall I be sick of 
love, dwelling in the continual presence of the Lord, 
enjoying the joy unspeakable and full of glory from 
hour to hour?”

RITING on ad&signéd ‘topics is an educational 

method founded on correct principles and produc- 
ing results.

Scriptural expression. The task of the Church 


M seiee the World Christian is not really a 
is not to make the world Christian; but so to 


‘present Christ to the world that a people may be 


gathered out from all nations to him. Matthew 28: 19_ 
does not contradict this. If the Church is to make 
the world Christian then we may well be discour- 
aged. For the growth of the Church does not even 
keep pace with the world’s population. There are 
more heathen in the world now than there were on 


_the Day of Pentecost. 


Moreover, the Church itself has not kept pure in 
doctrine and loyal in life. Christian lands today show 
a great declension. - It is only after the Lord’s personal 
return that the world will be made Christian. It is 
well for us to understand our Master’s program, lest 
we should think that somehow things had miscarried 
or that he had miscalculated. It is of the first im- 
portance to let our classes see just what the Lord 
Jesus has set before his Church (Mark 13:10). This 
task has apparently been nearly accomplished, Ob- 
serve that it is stated in very general and indefinite 
terms. Missionary work is directly hastening th 
Lord’s return. : 
Verse by Verse . 

Matthew 28:16.—The mountain. This is the only 
mention of any mountain or other specific place hav- 
ing been appointed for the meeting. This fact illus- 
trates the fragmentary nature of the record, It is 
important to bear this in mind in view of the dis- 
crepancy that some critics have sought to establish 
between the account given here and those of the other 
three evangelists. But note also that the words where 
Jesus had appointed them in themselves imply some 
previous interview between the risen Lord and the dis- 
ciples; In verse 10 as in 26:32 no definite place is 
mentioned. The mountain was very likely the high 
land behind Caperna the very spot where the Ser- 
mon on the Mount been delivered. 

Verse 17.—Worshipped. This word in its simple 
form is from the same root as our English word “kiss.” 
In its compound form as here, it means doing hom- 
age to a superior. In the East this takes the form of 
prostrating oneself on.the grdund; the salaam in In- 
dia and the kotow in China. In the New Testament 
its use is almost entirely restricted to the worship of 
God. Among the Synogtic Gospels this word is espe- 
cially characteristic of Matthew, the Gospel of the 
kingdom. 

Some doubted, Not any of the eleven. After what 
had transpired at Jerusalem, as recorded by Luke and 
John, this would have been in the highest degree un- 
likely. The phrase implies that others besides the 
eleven were preserft. We are pr y right in con- 
necting this scene with that referred to by Paul in 1 
Corinthians 15:6. The meeting had been foretold 
by Christ* (26: 32), it had been promised by the angel 
(28:7), and again enjoined by the Lord himself (28: 
10). Matthew evidently means us to understand that 
it was an occasion of peculiar solemnity, and there- 
fore it probably meant the gathering together of as 
many disciples as possible. It was the Lord’s final 
public farewell to his Church. It was not the last 
farewell to the eleven (Acts 1), nor have we any 
means of determining just when during the forty days 
it actually took place. 7 

This particular word for “doubt” is used only twice 
in the New Testament, here and in Matthew 14: 31. 
In both places it is used in reference to disciples, and 
to disciples who really worshiped their Lord. Doubt 
is not the same as unbelief. j 
tion of truth or of the Lord. Doubt implies that the 
mind is yet in a state of suspense because the knowl- 
edge so far acquired is not sufficient to enable the 
doubter to come to a decision. When I was an ag- 
nostic I sometimes heard people say that “all doubt 
is of the Devil.” That did not help me one bit; it’ 
tended to plunge me into despair. May God give us 
great wisdom and tenderness in dealing with the doubts 
of our pupils, especially the older ones, Doubt is not 
sin, — it is commonly an inevitable stage on the road 
to the conviction of the truth which will make one a 
stable disciple. 

Verse 18.—Came to them. Came up to them, came 
near to them, and then spoke to them. It is clearly 
implied, though not explicitly stated, that this sufficed 
to remove all their doubts. It was not to doubting 
but to fully convinced people that the following words 
were addressed. Hath been given. In the order of 
Matthew’s Greek sentence this *word comes first. And 
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Matt. 28:16 But the eleven disciples went into Galilee, 
unto the mountain where Jesus had appointed them. 17 
And when they saw him, they ! worshipped him; but some 
doubted. 18 And Jesus came to them and spake unto them, 
saying, All authority hath been given unto me in heaven 
and on earth. 19 Go ye therefore, and make disciples of 
all the nations, baptizing them into the name of the 
Father and of the Son and of the Holy Spirit: 20 teaching 
them to observe all things whatsoever I commanded you: 
and lo, I am with you * always, even unto * the end of the 
world, 


Acts 16:6 And they went through ‘the region of Phrygia 
and Galatia, having been forbidden of the Holy Spirit to 
speak the word in Asia; 7 and when they were come over 
against Mysia, they assayed to go into Bithynia; and the 
Spirit of Jesus suffered them not; 8 and passing by Mysia, 
‘they came down to Troas. 9 And a vision appeared to Paul 
in the night: There was a man of Macedonia standing, be- 
seeching him, and saying, Come over into Macedonia, and 
help us. 10 And when he had seen the vision, straightway 
we sought to go forth into Macedonia, concluding that God 
had called us to * preach the gospel unto them. 

11 Setting sail therefore from Troas, we made a straight 
course to Samothrace, and the day following to Neapolis; 
12 and from thence to Philippi, which is a city of Mace- 
donia, the first of the district, a Roman colony: and we 
were in this city tarrying certain days, 13 And on the 
sabbath day we went forth without the gate by a river side, 
where we supposed there was a place of prayer; and we 
sat down, and spake unto the women that were come to- 
gether. 14 And a certain. woman named Lydia, a seller of 


us, saying, If ye have me to be faithful to the 
Lord, come into my house, and abide there. And she con- 
strained us.

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probably this corresponds with the order of ideas as 
set forth by the Lord. His universal sway is a gift. 
It has not been assumed, grasped at, or wrongly ob- 
tained. The word implies that it is the Father who 
is the Giver to his beloved Son. All things had in- 
deed been given to him from eternity (11:27), but now 
also in his humanity as the God-man this authority is 
bestowed. 

In heaven. What an authority it is, including all 
created things within its scope! Therefore, let us 
record it for our encouragement, the authority over 
the often impatient and unruly hearts of the pupils’ 
we fain would reach. Note here, as so often in the 
Gospels, the conjunction of lowliness and_ majesty. 
= authority, on the one hand; given, on the 
other. 


Verse 19.—The words of this verse are strictly de- 
pendent upon the preceding declaration. Although 
the “therefore” should be omitted on the highest 
manuscript authority, yet its omission does not really 
alter the force of the connection. Because all author- 
ity belongs to our Master, therefore, we, his servants, 
may go, and must go to do his bidding. The scope of 
his authority includes ourselves as well as all the 
circu:nstances under which we work for him. Make- 
disciples of. Wesley boldly coined a word and trans- 
lated “disciple all nations.” This does not impair 
the force of Acts 15:14, neither does it necessarily 
imply that ev member of every nation will be 
saved. It does imply that all nations must be evan- 
gelized (cf. Mark 13:10). The process of making 
disciples has three parts, indicated here by the three 
present participles represented in our English versions 
by the words “go,” “baptize,” and “teach.” Go im- 
plies evangelism; baptize implies response and recep- 
tion; teach implies instruction and building up of 
Christian character and service. 

All the nations. The limitation imposed in chapter 
10: 5, 6 is now thus expressly withdrawn. Name. Note 
the singular, implying the unity of the three persons 
of the Godhead. J#tc the name. Into a living contact 
with all that is expressed by the name. Baptism does 


not effect that contact; it symbolizes it. It is possible 
for a person to be baptized who has never known 
that contact (cf. Acts 8: a1). 

Verse 20.—I am with you. Just as the sun is cor- 
poreally in the heavens, yet effectually it is in the 
earth, 

Acts 16:6, 7—We are not told by what means the 
Holy Spirit conveyed his instructions to the mission- 
aries, God has his own ways of making things plain 
to his people. If we are willing and obedient we shall 
not lack guidance, even though we may not’ always 
know until afterward that we have been guided (Psa. 
25:9; Isa. 42:16). Galatia was colonized by those 
Gauls who invaded Greece and Asia in the third cen- 
tury B. C. They were brave, freedom-loving people. 
They were especially famous as cavalry soldiers. Je- 
rome in his commentary of the Epistle to the Galatians 
says that their speech resembled that of the Germans 
in the neighborhood of Treves. Their last king, 
Amyntas, passed over from Antony to Augustus in the 
battle of Actium, 31 B. C. Amyntas was murdered 
in 26 B. C., after which the country became a Roman 
province. Asia. The name may be derived from a 
Sanskrit word meaning “the dawn.” The term was 
originally applied to a district on the extreme west 
oast of Anatolia, This use was greatly extended until it 
came to include the whole vast continent. In the New 
Testament it does not even mean Asia Minor, but 
only the small Roman province. Mysia was part of 
the Roman province of Asia. Bithynia was a coun- 
try occupying the northwest corner of Asia Minor. 
It is especially interesting to Christians because of 
the early information with regard to the Christian 
Church there which comes from Pliny, a heathen 
governor, A, D. 111-113. ; 


Spirit of Jesus. Note this remarkable expression, 
ag parallel with the phrase “Holy Spirit”

Verse 8.—Troas. An old and important seaport, the 
terminus of a Roman highway. 

Verse 9.—Hitherto the missionaries had been con- 
fronted with a series of baffling prohibitions. Now 
they get positive guidance. But it is still of an inferen- 
tial character. Faith alone could discover its meaning 
and obey. A man of Macedonia, It has been sug- 
gested that Luke was a Macedonian, and that the cir- 
cumstances of his having joined Paul here at Troas 
might have been the starting point for the vision. 

Verse 11.—Straight course. Only a strong south- 
easterly wind would enable a ship, setting south from 
the Dardanelles, to overcome the current. Such a 
wind would have been well astern, a matter of great 
importance with the clumsy rig of those days. Con- 
trast the journey in the reverse direction (20:6). 
Samothrace is a small island about thirty-eight miles 
from the mouth of the Hebrus. Neapolis means “new 
city.” It has two bays, both affording good anchor- 
age. At the time of the battle of Philippi, 42 B. C., 
the triremes of Brutus and Cassius were moored there. 
Philippi is about twelve miles from Neapolis, over a 
pass sixteen hundred feet high. Philippi was made a 
Roman colony in honor of the victory of the cause of 
Julius Caesar represented by Antony and Octavian 
over the senatorial forces led by Brutus and Cassius. 
The first citizens of the colony seem to have been 
soldiers of the bodyguard of Antony and Octavian. 
The latter general afterward became the Emperor 
Augustus. 


Verses 13-15.—For notes see last week’s lesson. 
AbDDITIONAL MATERIAL FOR TEACHERS 


2 Corinthians 11: 23-29.—These verses give us the 
credentials of the greatest missionary the Church has 
ever seen, 

Verse 23.—One beside himself. Literally, a mad- 
man. He writes thus of his experience, but with a 
deep sense of his own unworthiness. It is so mad to 
be talking about himself or his own work or to be 
forced into making comparisons with the false teachers. 
Observe how many of these experiences are not men- 
tioned in Acts, 

Verse 25.—In the deep. Probably floating on some 
raft or piece of wreckage after one of the wrecks re- 
ferred to. 

Verse 29.—Burn. With zeal or indignation leading 
to pote prayer for the recovery of the fallen dis- 
ciple. 

Isaiah 60:1-5.—This promise is primarily to re- 
stored Israel. In a secondary sense it thay be applied 
to the Church. But we must bear in mind that the 
commission of Matthew 28:19 was never given to the 
Jews as such, though there are many indications, of 
which this chapter is one, that the Jews are yet to be 
the great missionary people of the coming age.

To make missionaries. We shall do well to let the 
young folks see that the call to the mission field is 
a call to a deeper consecration and a fresh taking up 
of the cross to follow Christ.

The Successful Church.—Go ye therefore, and 
make disciples of all the nations (Matt. 28:19). The 
old-fashioned way to tell whether or not anyone was 
dead was to hold a mirror to the mouth and see if 
there was any sign of moisture. To find whether or 
not a church is “dead” we stick its record right up 
into its face and see if there is any sign of the “Go 
ye therefore” on that record. The “Go” church is 
always a “going” church. I never put so much life 
in our big Sunday-school when I was its superintend- 
ent as when I organized every class and saw to it 
that the “live wires” of the classes got on the mission- 
ary committee. Also a missionary program for the 
whole school once a month. Incidentally, I discov- 
ered, while doing this, how lean all the denominations 
were (are?) in material in suitable shape to interest 
live boys and girls in missions. “Window dressers” 
were (are?) badly needed in mission boards. When 
I complained I got excuses. Lois of material on the 
bank but not in usable shape. Lots of pig-iron, cot- 
ton wool, wood pulp, copper, rubber, and -the like, 
but no castings, fabrics, paper, brass, gutta percha, 
and so on. So I purchased myself a missionary li- 
brary,—that’s it over there on the shelves. I read 
biography, and got up exercises of my own. Put 
them across in great shape, too. One bunch would 
tell about the animals of a country, another the flora, 
another the customs, another the people, another the 
missionaries, another the state of the work, and so on. 
I sent my exercises to the “Boards” with the request, 
“Give superintendents stuff in this shape and th 
can make Missionary Day hum.” Nothing happened. 
They do not put plain plug Sunday-school “mechanics” 
on mission boards. In thirty-five years in the Sunday- 
school I never knew a secretary of the board who 
came to our church to speak or even look in on the 
Sunday-school — how is it in your schoo! experience? 
It might be a good idea some day to elevate a Sunday- 
school worker. I have said it—now I feel better! 
and can go on with the lesson to say, the “Get up and 
Go” of a church is what makes it prosperous. Run 
over the list of churches you know—and see. 


Who's Afraid!—Lo, I am with you always, even 
unto the end of the world (v. 20). If I were a mis- 
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sionary in some far-off, dark corner, when I got run 
down, and off my nerve, and “blue” —if missionaries 
ever get these “willys’—this promise would be the 
tonic 1 would depend upon to put me on my feet. I 
would not interpret it, “All the days, even unto the 
consummation of the age,” as the Greek is; but to me 
it would mean to the far ends of the world, to the 
jumping-off place, so to speak. I believe Jesus was 
telling his disciples he would be with them no mat- 
ter how far afield the Gospel propaganda might carry 
them. Indeed, you do not have to take the far-flung 
job to be sure of Jesus’ company. You have him with 
you as you serve in the little local circle (Acts 18: 
9, 10; Matt. 18:20). For thirty-five years he has 
gone with me as I have trotted to a little mission Sun- 
day-school Sunday afternoon. Up there, in the years, 
I have fought speak-easies, blind tigers, bootleggers, 
and all the Barleycorn hosts. I have invaded crap 
circles and sweat-board parties where every plug- 
ugly’s hip bulged with a gun. I have put them in jail. 
“Aren’t you afraid they may do something to you?” 
worried her Majesty. “Naw! They are my friends. 
I have their children in the Sunday-school.” When 
once a big Philadelphia black “rough neck” got ugly 
and “sassy” to me, both Mabley and Jones, the leaders 
of the gamblers, were going to “punch his face.” “You 
all shut ya big mouth to Mr. Ridgway, he comes up 
heah to do us good and when he puts de law on us we 
gets what’s comin’ to us.” “Lo, I am with you.” No 
harm can come to you while you are about your Mas- 
ter’s business— until the job is finished. None of 
the first disciples came to a bad end any more than 
did Nathan Hale in the Revolutionary day and Quentin 
Roosevelt in our own day. 


_ The “Go’s” and “Lo’s.”—A vision appeared to Paul 
in the night ... and when he had seen the vision, 
straightway we sought to go (Acts 16:9, 10). Paul 
was another one of those to whom the Twenty-first 
Psalm applies — although in a different way than it 
does to most of us. “Thou preventest him with the 
blessings of goodness.” Paul had not planned any 
Western trip’ just then, but Heaven had. So the sig- 
nal came in the night. Paul was not disobedient to 
the heavenly vision but was a Johnny-on-the-Spot, 
and the “spot” was over in the land where our fore- 
bears were living. It was to those barbarian ancestors 
of most of us living there in three-parted Gaul that 
God sent Paul over into Europe to bring the Gospel. 
And let it be said again: That is why we English, 
Scotch, Irish, Welsh, German, plus some Dutch and 
French, and a tincture of Spanish are hére singing 
“The Star-Spangled: Banner” and holding Sunday- 
school conventions. When some fellow “knocks” for- 
eign missions with the shibboleth “Heathen at home,” 
it_is to look at him clothed, housed, regularly fed — 
and then laugh my head off. If the Pauls had never 
gotten out of Asia, where would old Mr. Knocker 
be now? I am reading lots about Africa these days. 
Just finished “Life of Sir Harry Johnson”. and am 
with Dan Crawford “Back in the Long Grass,” so I 
am kinda gettin’ a point of. two on this “Come over 
and help us” proposition: Take off your hat to all 
the “Pauls” who cut loose and go. The world today, 
like the English nation, cannot pay its national debt 
to the “Go’s” and “Lo’s” of the Christian centuries 
(Heb. 11: 33, 36-38).

Travel Stones.—And on the sabbath we 
went out of the city by a river side, where 
prayer was wont to be made (v. 13).

The stones are 
composed of magnetic iron ore and attract 
each other with the powerful force of

N OUR last week’s lesson we learned 


about the Lord’s friends bearing wit- 
ness to him in Jerusalem, in Judza, and 


in Samaria, the countries nearest home. , 


See how many of the class remember the 
story we learned last week about Philip 
telling the man from the far-away coun- 
try about Jesus, 

Our lesson for this week tells of an- 
other messenger who went farther than 
any other man in his day to tell the Good 
News. This was Paul. On one of his 
preaching trips all of Paul’s plans to go 
to different parts of the country failed, 
and he did not know where to go. One 
night, after he had asked the Lord to 
show him where to go, he saw a strange- 
looking man calling very earnestly and 
saying, “Come over into Macedonia, and 
help us.” Now perhaps Paul had not 
once thought of going across the sea to 
tell the Good News until all the people 
nearer home had heard. But the stranger 
from across the sea looked needy, and 
hungry, and sad, calling so eagerly for 
help, and Paul knew that the Lord Jesus 
loved the people in Macedonia, too, and 
wanted him to go and tell them the 
Good News. So he left on the very next 
ship to sail from Troas, the place where 
he and his party were staying. After 
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he landed, he traveled on until he reached 
Philippi, the chief city of Macedonia. 

The children may ask if the man who 
called Paul met him, and’was the first 
to hear about Jesus. If they should ask 
a question like this, tell them that this 
man just stood for the people of: Mace- 
donia, and when Paul reached Philippi, 
he found a heathen people needing help. 
Among all the beautiful temples in Phi- 
lippi there was not one where the true 
God was worshiped. Perhaps Paul walked 
the streets of the city, looking for a 
Jewish church or synagogue, but he did 
not find any. Some one told him that 
down by the riverside there was a place 
where some women who worshiped the 
true God met to pray on the Sabbath. 
Ask the children if they think these wo- 
men prayed for some one to teach them 
the right way, and if Paul was the an- 
swer God sent to their prayers. 

Paul went to this women’s prayer- 
meeting, and told them about Jesus. 
There was a woman merchant at the 
meeting that day, named Lydia, and God 
opened her heart to Paul’s message. 
Lydia invited Paul and his friends to her 
home. The little riverside meeting grew 
into a church, which Paul loved very 
dearly. Long after this when he was an 
old man, and in prison, the people at Phi- 
lippi sent him lovely gifts, and he wrote 
them a beautiful letter. 

After Paul preached to the people at 
Philippi, he went to other places in Mace- 
donia, telling the Good News to other 
people. 

Do we love the Lord Jesus as Paul 
did?

But there is still more to the heart at- 
titude necessary for the conquering of 
circumstances. With Christ in his right- 
ful place and self in its place,-then, and 
only then, can we be careful, or anxious, 
in nothing, and in prayer lay all of 
the circumstances -before our . heavenly 
Father asking for his guidance and 
strength and drawing on his resources 
for their overcoming. 

It is encouraging to notice, too, that 
when we have done the part God has as- 
signed to us, his very peace, not merely 
a peace, but his own peace that passeth 
all understanding shall keep our hearts 
and minds.

In 
fact to turn one’s back while wearing that 
armor would be to expose oneself to the 
fury of the enemy. 

In Romans 8:37 we read of tribula-. 
tions and distresses, persecutions and 
famines and perils, “Nay, in all these 
things we are more than conquerors 
through him that loved us.” God’s way 
for the Christian is a way of victory and 
triumph, whether it be spiritual forces or 
material circumstances, and although the 
victory is not in our own strength, neverthe- 
less we are more than conquerors because 
he leadeth us in the train of his triumph 
from victory to victory (2 Cor. 2:14).

Let us remember then the true “I can” 
spirit for the Christian. It is never I 
can by my own will or my own strength, 
but “I can do all things through Christ 
which strengtheneth me” (Phil. 4:13). 

Which then is stronger, circumstance 
or personality? It all depends upon whose 
personality we speak of. All of us have 
met circumstances that were stronger 
than our personality, but we have never 
met, nor shall we ever meet a circumstance 
that is stronger than the power of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. His grace is indeed 
sufficient for every emergency, for every 
need (2 Cor. 12:9).

1,000 City Churches. By H. Paul 
Douglass. (George H. Doran Co., New 
York, $4, net.) The tendency to. scientific 
classification must be inherent in human 
nature. It has resulted in the production 
of synopses and syllabi of every conceiv- 
able kind, on practically every conceivable 
subject. The religious field has not es- 
caped, and there are now available many 
volumes treating of the church and its 
work. Thus the modern pastor, who is 
frequently expected to be something of a 
religious efficiency expert, has at his hand 
all the data on every phase of its being 
and activity. This, book contains a classi- 
fication of 1,000 city churches. An wun- 
believablee amount of research work has 
been done by committees, sub-committeés, 
and the editor, and the statistics and 
charts are included in this volume. It 
ought to be of great value to the minis- 
ter who wishes to measure his church by 
the standards it suggests. 


Great Bible Questions. By John L. 
Brandt, LL.D. (Fleming H. Revell Co., 
New York, $2.) Into one volume is 
compacted twenty sermons on outstanding 
New Testament interrogatory texts 
(fourteen from the Gospels), such as 
“Lord, to whom shall we go?” “Which 
of you convinceth me of sin?” “What 
think ye of Christ?” “Lovest thou me?” 
“What is your life?” and others. Ob- 
viously then, the book contains sermons 
that are expository, apologetic, devotional, 
and evangelistic. The author is now pas- 
tor of the largest “Church of Christ” in 
Australia, and these sermons clearly show 
the results of his preachirig -experience, 
as well as his careful and wide reading. 
The book testifies to the author’s famil- 
iarity with his Bible, and his faculty to 
freely weave appropriate Scripture pas- 
sages into his sermon material. It is 
deeply spiritual and breathes an atmos- 
phere of faith that is most edifying.

Cyclopedia of Funeral Sermons and 
Sketches. By G. B. F. Hallock, D.D. 
(George H. Doran Co., New York, $2.50, 
net.) Probably the minister’s most diffi- 
cult task is the one that death lays on 
him. Not only is there the funeral serv- 
ice itself, but there is also his personal 
ministration to the bereaved ones. Min- 
isters of liturgical churches are greatly 
aided by the regular order of service, but 
the prayer books do not suggest either 
sermon outlines or words of consolation. 
In this book Dr. Hallock has added an- 
other very useful volume to the series of 
“Cyclopediae” which these publishers have 
produced. He has arranged his matter 
under different heads, suggesting suit- 
able orders of service, sermon outlines, 
poetry, and illustrations applicable for 
those dyirig in childhood, youth, the prime 
of life, or of old age. The outlines are 
suggestive, and they stimulate thought. 
The author says that “forty years of 
need and of experience lie enshrined 
within” the covers of the book,,and the 
reader will be instantly impressed with 
its practical value.- It is a book that will 
appeal to ministers, and the young minis- 
ter especially will find it of the greatest 
value.

ing in every case how uncritical and sub- 
jective are the criteria by which the Old 
Testament has been examined and tested. 
There is an entire absence of bitterness, 
and no-personalities have been allowed en- 
trance to weaken the force of the many 
telling arguments. Yet withal, the book 
is not a technical one. A Christian who 
has no special knowledge of the critical 
theories can understand this book as easily 
as one who has delved deeply into the vol- 
uminous literature that fills the reference 
libraries of the world. This is one of 
those rare books of which it can be said 
that not to read it is to suffer: real in- 
tellectual loss. A copy: of it, placed in 
the hands of young men and women trou- 
bled by modern critical theories, would go 
far, under God, toward leading them into 
right views of the Bible. 


Ministerial Life and Work. By W. H. 
Griffith Thomas, D.D. (The Bible Insti- 
tute Colportage Association, Chicago, 
$1.75.) . In the gracious providence. of 
God, it has been so ordered that the ripe 
scholarship, spiritual insight, and rich ex- 
ee of the late W. H. Griffith 

homas, D.D., have been largely con- 
served for the Church through his many 
writings. Among his. helpful books, the 
“Work of the Ministry,” deserves special 
mention. Written in 1911, it contains the 
substance of addresses delivered to the- 
ological students at Wycliffe Hall, Ox- 
ford, when he was President of that in- 
stitution. The book was prepared spe- 
cially, for candidates for the Anglican 
ministry, and is written from the point 
of view of an evangelical churchman. Its 
value has long been recognized, and 
shortly before the author’s death it was 
suggested that he reissue it, omitting 
everything distinctively Anglican in char- 
acter, so that its usefulness might be rec- 
ognized by ministers of non-liturgical 
churches. His death prevented this, but 
it has since been done. by Mrs. Thomas 

_and her daughter. “Ministerial Life and 
, Work” is the result. To those who are 
‘ familiar with the larger work, nothing 
further need be said than that only those 
parts relating to the formularies of the 
Church of England have been removed.

In the second part is found practical 
instruction, growing out of the author’s 
wide and varied experience. There are 
hints on how to conduct public worship, 

rayer-meetings,. Sunday-schools, and 

ible classes that will mean much to 
every minister, particularly to the younger 
ones. Preaching, visitation, and personal 
work are not overlooked, and many work- 
able suggestions are offered. The min- 
ister’s relations to his people and to his 
brethren in neighboring churches are re- 
membered, and finally, there is a word or 
two concerning what Dr. Thomas calls 
the greatest problem of all, “the man 
himself.” He wisely remarks: “Almost 
everything in the ministry is connected 
with.the personal factor, and calls for the 
expression of the clergyman’s life, and 
if only this is right, it may be said 
without much hesitation or qualification 
that everything else will be right also.” 

There are, of course, many helpful and 
valuable works on this subject, each of 
which has its own’ place. Every earnest 
*and: faithful servant of Christ can con- 

- tribute something to the general store of 
knowledge of ministerial work- and meth- 
ods. It is not an exaggeration, however, 
to say that few men have been so richly 
equipped to write on the subject as Dr.

in the field, of course, is the Scofield 
Reference Bible. Since its appearance, 


other publishers have recognized the value |- 


of a combination of helps with the text 
of Scripture, and now excellent libraries 
are found bound up with the Bible in 
the same volume. The title of this work, 
“The Master Bible,” has nm chosen, 
says the publisher, because it is “the mas- 
terpiece of all scriptural works.” While 
this may seem like somewhat extravagant 
praise, the book has undoubted merit. 
Twenty-two eminent Bible scholars of 
the United States, England, and Canada, 
have added their quota, thus giving an 
international character to the production. 
In the list of contributors are found 
such names as G, Campbell Morgan, D.D; 
Sir Frederick George Kenyon, Litt.D.; 
Melvin Grove Kyle, D.D., LL.D.; Ira 
N... Pre, LUD... L.A:D., Ph.D.: A. T. 
Robertson, D.D., LL.D.; George L. Rob- 
inson,” D.D., Ph.D., LL.D., and R. A. 
Torrey, B.D., thus giving an indication 
of the quality and temper of the notes. 

few words concerning the general 
structure of the book will not be out of 
place. It is divided into two parts, the 
first volume consisting of the text of the 
Bible, and the second of the several helps. 
The text of the Authorized Version has 
been used, and perhaps the book will have 
a wider circulation because of this more 
familiar text. The words directly spoken 
by Christ have been printed in bold faced 
type, thus making them easy to identify 
and read. The publisher calls it “an 
excellent volume for those who want a 
Bible with readable and restful type,” and 
this is undoubtedly true. A complete list 
of the contributors to the work, and a 
table of contents, together with an out- 
line of the Bible, summarizing the books 
by chapters, precede the text. These 
summaries are, of course, brief, and they 
are suggestive rather than comprehensive 
or dogmatical. They will be none the 
less helpful for this, however. 

It is the second part of the book which 
will engage the student’s special inter- 
est and attention. The first and largest 
of these helps is a Historical and Scrip- 
tural Digest. The digest is both a con- 
cordance and Bible dictionary, and is a 
veritable mine of helpful information. It 
contains articles on a wide variety of 
topics, many of which have been contrib- 
uted by men who have devoted years to 
the study of the subjects they discuss. 
These articles include discussions of Bib- 
lical archeology, biography, chronology, 
history, geography, and the like, and the 
publishers acknowledge their dependence 
on Davis’ “Dictionary of the Bible” for 
unsigned articles. 

Only a few of the remaining features 
can be mentioned specially. Of these, 
“The Gospels Paralleled”’ by Dr. A. T. 
Robertson, and “The Bible in Diagram 
Outlines,” by Dr. G. Campbell Morgan, 
are worthy of mention. In the former 
article, Dr. Robertson has arranged in 
parallel columns the text of the four Gos- 
pels in chronological order. This gives 


the student all the passages on the sev-|. | 


eral topics treated .by Christ, and also a 
summary of his life.. The outline of the 
Bibie, and of its several books by Dr. 
Morgan cannot be overvalued. The work 
of this dean of present-day exegetes and 
analysts is too well known to require ex- 
tended comment or appreciation. Addi- 
tional interesting and valuable features 
will be found in the book. . There is an 
interesting article by Mr. Torrey on how 
to study the Bible, and also several pages 
of practical instructions for the one who 
desires to win souls for Christ.

much that is to be heartily commended. 
Too often the practical application of 
Chane truth is neglected, and incon- 
sistent lives are the consequence. But in 
working out the Christian ethic, the con- 
tributors have sometimes given the im- 
pression that Christian character is de- 
veloped by the unaided efforts of the in- 
dividual. That this is contrary to the 
Spirit and teaching of the New Testa- 
ment will be recognized at once. There 
is to be an outworking in the life, but 
this is the result of a walk in the Spirit. 
In the New Testament, the Spirit of God 
is invariably the sanctifier of the Chris- 
tian. This aspect of the subject is not 
mentioned in the section on practical 
ethics, and it weakens the entire work as 
a consequence. However, this is a dis- 
tinct section, and the student need not be 
misled in reading it. The remaining sec- 
tions of the book do not appear to be 
touched by this view. 

Not every reader will agree with every 
conclusion stated throughout the work. 
Still, an evangelical spirit pervades the 
whole, and it is a valuable and useful 
book, 





Dr. Robert Dick Wilson’s 
Epochal Research 











“A Scientific Investigation 
of the Old Testament.” 

By Robert Dick Wilson, Ph.D., D.D., 
reviewed by Melvin Grove Kyle, 
D.D., LL.D. (The Sunday School 
Times Co., Philadelphia, $2, 
postage, I5 cents.) 


MARVEL of painstaking, laborious 

research is “A Scientific Investigation 
of the Old Testament,” by a distinguished 
professor of Princeton Theological 
Seminary. Such a book is only possible 
as the outcome of half a century of work. 
Few men would ever be able to produce 
such a book, and not while this book re- 
mains and the English language is spoken 
will such a one again be needed. The 
work displayed in the book is appalling, 
line after line required for their produc- 
tion months, or even years, of patient re- 
search. 

Dr. Wilson has not given us a com- 
mentatfy, or a critical work. He goes 
much deeper. It is with the Critical 
method so much the vogue during the 
past several decades that Dr. Wilson 
deals. He combines a mathematical dem- 
onstration and a relentless application of 
the laws of evidence, with the result that 
he shows that the very principles of mod- 
ern reconstructive criticism of the Old 
Testament are utterly fallacious. Those 
who, of themselves, have not been able 
to judge the critical method, and so de- 
cide for themselves whether or not its 
conclusions are to be accepted will find, 
in the reading of this book, a complete 
solution of the riddle that confounds 
them. 

Tfie conclusions of the book will be 
entirely acceptable to those who have 
not yielded to the radical criticism; it 
remains to be seen what will be the ef- 
fect upon those who have been seduced by 
the siren voice of “all the scholars.” It 
is said that you cannot convert a man 
from his sins by a syllogism; it may be 
equally difficult to turn a man from a 
theory which he has made a part of faith 
and life. 

Dr. Wilson’s straightforwardness and 
downrightness are most. refreshing amid 
the vagueness of much modern critical 
discussion. If anything may be said in 
criticism of his method it is that he dis- 
plays something of the weakness of great 
thinkers who have gotten a long way from 
their student days when they asked 
“Why?” Reasons are so patent to his 
mind that he sometimes does not see the 
necessity of stating them to other people. 
He sometimes relates the facts without 
showing them to his readers. It is not 
dogmatism, it is simply an overwhelming 
consciousness of the facts. 

The whole world of Biblical scholars, 
and, still more, the world of believers, is 





indebted to Dr. Wilson for this summing 
up of his lifework.
